Our user's qroup is pretty well standardized on the 
use of NEWDOS BO for all machines. NEWDOS 80 is a qreat 
operating system. I enjoy usinq it and find it does nearly 
everythinq I could wish for it to do. However... Apparat 
is no lonqer support inq ANY Tandy machines if one believes 
the unofficial sources. 

Apparently no announcements have been made about this 
since it miqht result in no further sales of NEWDOS 80 
without drastic "fire sale" price reductions. It seems 
that the rumors are true judqinq by the wide variety of 
people who have provided information on this. 

NEWDOS will always be usable, but what about new 
programs for the Model I, III or 4? Will they be 
compatible with NEWDOS 80? Will any patches be offered by 
Apparat? Not likely. The stories say that Apparat has 
disposed of ALL their Tandy equipment and are about to 
announce a DOS and support software packages for the IBM 
PC. You can be sure that any software that comes from 
Radio Shack will not be desiqned to be compatible with 
NEWDOS 80. 

It seems as thouqh we must consider either stay inq 
with NEWDOS SO and usinq TRSDOS or another operatinq system 
on incompatible packaqes or choose to learn and use a new 
operatinq sytem. What are our choices of new operatinq 
systems? TRSDOS (uqh!) or LDOS. 

If you have a Model 4 (or will be get t inq one), you 
are limited to LDOS 6.0 (TRSDOS 6.0) or DOSPLUS. LDOS is 
the only operatinq system sanctioned by Tandy and programs 
will surely be compatible with that operatinq system. 
Besides, for the Model 4, it is about »30, (cheap) if you 
buy the manual and dos diskette from Radio Shack directly 
or comes, with the machine if you buy a Radio Shack 
assembled machine. 

It seems that one would choose to stick with TRSDOS 
6.0 (LDOS) as the Model 4 operatinq system. If this is the 
case, it seems reasonable to standardize on LDOS for both 
Model III mode operation and Model 4 operation. The two 
systems have some differences, but »rB quite similar. 

What about LDOS? Is it any qood? No matter what you 
think about Tandy and their business policies and 

practices, they would not have decided to use LDOS as an 

"official" operatinq sytem if it didn't have something 

qoinq for it. (Or unless they qot it for nothinq!) LDOS 

is different from NEWDOS 80. It takes qettinq us.»d to. 

You have to read the manual, which. unlike the NEWDOS 
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manual, can be understood with only a couple o-f readinqs 
instead of the 10 or 20 required for parts of the NEWDOS 
manual. I will admit that the literature direct from 
Loqical Systems is better written and easier to understand 
than the "Shack" writinq of the TRSDOS 6.0 manual. 

I have been usinq LDOS on and off for the past couple 
of months. I am only now beqinninq to appreciate some of 

its features and see some of its shortcominqs. It has some 
very handy directory options not qiven you by NEWDOS 80. 

It does JCL with lots more ability than does NEWDOS. It 
recoqnizes double and sinqle density and you can read Model 

III LDOS diskettes on a Model 4 (and the other way around) 
without conversion. You can direct outputs and link 
devices and you can filter, chanqinq characters and 
blockinq others. To the advanced user, these features can 
be very useful. LDOS is able to do some thinqs that NEWDOS 
doesn't. For example, the directory search from within 
VISICALC is available with the LDOS patch to VISICALC and 
not usinq NEWDOS. It is possible to use an official patch 
to LDOS 5.1 to allow you to issue a SYSTEM (FAST/SLOW) 
command to actuate the Model 4 clock speed in the Model III 
mode without another utility proqram. 

On the neqative side, LDOS does not have the wide 
Array of utilities that come with NEWDOS 80. You have to 
buy them as extras. However, DI5ASSEM - probably others 
also - work with LDOS. When you use some of the features, 
such as MINIDOS or filterinq, extra memory is used. Then 
when usinq VISICALC, for example, your spreadsheet maximum 
size is smaller. LDOS as implemented on the Model 4 seems 
to be slower than NEWDOS on the Model III. There arm some 
annoy inq peculiarities such as hanqinq up on a drive with 
an improper diskette in it. The directory command seems to 
take a lonq time compared to NEWDOS. This may be due to 
the sorted directory that is produces and is not as 
noticeable on the Model III. 

So there you have it. An arqument for adopt inq LDOS 
for all work from here on out. Work in LDOS and leave 
those proqrams already patched and work inq on NEWDOS with 
that operatinq system, but don't worry about putt inq any 
new proqrams on NEWDOS and do any new personal proqramminq 
on LDOS desiqninq assembly routines to use the supervisory 
calls in LDOS. What do you think? 
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THE MODEL 1 OO 
#o» MUSICAL TOOL?

Owners of the Model 100 are accustomed to havinq 
others say "OK, its a neat gimmick, but what do you really 
plan to do with it?" Since this seems to be a subject of 
general interest, this month's column will deal with some 
specialized applications for the Mod 100, and hopefully 
will spark your interest in this marvelous tool. 

Be-fore I purchased my Mod 100, I overheard some 
salesmen in a local Computer Center discussing an e«citinq 
prospect, the sale of 2,000-15,000 Mod 100s to a national 
insurance company. The prospective buyer was intendinq to 
place a 100 in the hands of each of its insurance 
adjusters. When called on to settle a claim, the ad luster 
could find the appropriate cassette tape for the automobile 
make/type/model /year , etc., CL0AD this information into the 
lOO, and immediately have a firm fiqure to qive the 
customer on the amount that the company would pay on the 
claim. Besides this, the adjuster could place a call to 
the home office, (usinq the built-in modem) connect with 
the company's mainframe computer and request that a check 
be issued to the customer? The amount of "red tape" that 
most claimants have experienced when dealing with problems 
of this sort has caused the blood to run cold at the 
prospect of such a transaction before the advent of the Mod 
lOO. What a joy to make a claim now! Don't, however, run 
riqht out and have an accident hopinq that your insurance 
company will settle with the aid of the Mod 10O. The 
company's name will not even be revealed to you in this 
column, for it must not be said that the economic chanqes 
in the under writinq world were in any way influenced by 
Dynamic Memories. 

As a professor of music, I constantly use my Mod 100 
in a variety of ways. It has served primarily as a word 
processor for me, allowina me to take notes or write papers 
which arm later transferred to the Mod I, Mod III, or the 
IBM PC for more sophisticated formattinq. It is frequently 
necessary for me to observe doctoral candidate student 
conductors and make comments based upon those observations. 
When doinq this, I simply take my Mod 100 to the concert 
or rehearsal, take careful notes (my hand writinq is nearly 
an encryption and can only be deciphered by me — sometimes!) 
and then qive the typed comments to the student. Since 
usinq the 100, this has been far superior, more accurate, 
and quicker than my former method of writinq in "long hand" 
my comments (many of which could not be read) which were 
made while the performance/rehearsal was in proqress. When 
the notes were taken in this manner, it was impossible for 
me to keep my eye constantly on the conductor, since it was 
also necessary to look down at the paper to check and see 
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if my hand was in the riqht place on the page. I keen 

better notes—notes which are 1007. readable, and notes 
which can be immediately qiven to the student. He/she 

could either read them on the spot from the computer's LCD, 
or could read the hard copy after the notes were printed. 

As previously mentioned in an earlier column, I have 
been aatherinq information for many years for a larqe data 
base of music for voices and instruments (see PC World, 
Sept., 19B3, paqe 272). This data base proqram would allow 
the user to select compositions based upon certain 
pre-determined characteristics (types and numbers of 
accompanyinq instruments, occasion, type and number of 
soloists, lenqth, etc.) My former method of qatherinq the 
information for the data base, was to encode the material 
(by hand) and type it into the computer later. This 

permitted, and even encouraqed, mistakes (both at the time 
of the encodinq, as well as durinq the keyinq process.) 
With the Mod 100, it is now a qreatly simplified process 
due to the elimination of the middle step. The Mod luO can 
be carried into any library to qather the information 
di recti y. 

In major colleges and universities, more and more 
students are arrivinq at lecture classes with lap computers 
to use for note takinq. I remember beinq told, as a 
student, that the process of note takinq was "where the 
notes of the professor were transferred from the 

professor's paper to the students' note pad without qoinq 
throuah the mind of either!" We trust that times arm 
chanqinq. It can be safely assumed that in a very short 
period of time the portable computer will be as visible in 
the classroom as is the calculator. Universities »rc 

already providinq facilities where information qathered on 
portable computers can be "dumped" either to printers or to 
mainframes for storaqe and text manipulation. 

A unique application which my Mod 100 experienced 
recently was one which I would not have foreseen until 
necessity caused my unusual (and somewhat risky) use. In 
my profession it is obligatory that I put toqether 

information for printed proqrams. These proqrams are of 

vital importance for the listener and serve not only to 
inform the concert qoer of the compositions to be 
performed, but also of the personnel involved in the 
concert. Often the conductor (and his/her assistants) 

becomes so involved in the production of the music that 
some of the other details »rtt overlooked or *rm delayed in 
beinq made ready for the commercial printer in a specified 
format. It is always a problem to qather an accurate 

personnel list for the publicist. Durinq the rush of this 
summer's schedule, 1 had failed to do this and was, as 
usual, late with my proqram materials. The problem was 

partially solved by carryinq my trusty Mod 100 to 
rehearsal, passinq it down the rows of performers and 
havinq each type in his/her name, toqether with voice 
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part /instrument listing. At the conclusion of the 
rehearsal the data file which the Mod lOO created, was 
coupled with a quick sort, and voila 1 . the list was ready 
for the printer. Why was this risky? Gettinq back my hod 
100? No.... To my qreat surprise I found that I had 
several famous members in my summer choir t Lei and Stanford 
Jr., Herbert Hoover, and St. Cecilia! Mr. Hoover claimed 
to be a tenor ! 

Happy computing until next month.

The R8 computer center in San Jose has Multipl an for 
the Model 4 and reqular Scripsit for the Model 4 in stock 
now. The Multipl an doesn't appear to make use of the full 
128 k of the machine, but allows MEMDISK, of course when 
usinq TRSDOS 6. They expect CP/M any day now. Supposedly 
CP/M WILL work on a 64K machine, contrary to reports from 
others. It only has a 20* K TPA however, so it severely 
restricts the size of a program that can run. With 128k 
that is apparently remedied. It may support 8" drives if 

you have the proper controller. That didn't seem to be 

known for sure, but supposedly some of the delay in qettinq 
CP/M has been due to the chanqe to a different disk 
controller durinq the early times of the Model 4 production 
run, (Some with the oriqinal Model III/II controller and 
others with a newer version.)

I use a BASIC program to sort my entire data 
base alphabetically so I can do a double alphabetization. 
You should be able t ci do the same with any program that 
keeps files in a form that you can figure out.
